operated at the same time, causing con 
ilderable and trouh'esome Interference 
because of the unided wavelength Thla 
Interference has b«en eiiminaied, how- 
ever, through the use of synchronlted 
clock iwltebes. which now cause eaek 
radio beacon to transmit alooa for a 
Biven time, so that just one beacon 
will be sending out direction flndJog 
ilgnals in a given locality. 

"Invariably, navigators are ealbusl' 
■allc in their pral.ie of the direction 
flnder, which. In many cases, has taken 
precedence over the time honored sei- 
Unt in determining a ships position, 
even when Ideal weather prevailed" 
according to T. M Stevens of the fii- 
dlo Corporation of America. "In foggy 
and cloudy weather, of course, (he ra 
dlo direction flnder serves to aolvo 
what has hitherto been a serious pre 
dlcament. Where aoundlngs are Tm 
practical along ateep coasts, because 
of great depths a short distance off 
shore, navigators have used the radio 
dlrectioa flnder ind their known speed 
la gvldlng their slil|s aJoag. j
